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San Francisco's Mistake. 


While we sympathize with San Francisco's efforts to secure 


Hetch-Hetchy valley for a •future reservoir site we cannot 
help 


thinking that our neighbors across the bay are a trifle too testy and 
somewhat unreasonable in discus-sing the matter. The national gov- 
ernment is under no obligation to furnish Sau Francisco with reser- 
voir sites or assist her in any way to solve her problem of water 
supply. Yet both the preceding and the present administrations 
have-shown a sincere desire to give San Francisco all the assistance 
possible consistent with a proper regard for the general welfare and 
trie rights of other sections of the country. 


The government has already given Lake Eleanor to San Fran- 


cisco, but instead of being grateful for thLs splendid gift the people 
of that city demand Hetcli-Hctchy valley in addition. They de- 
mand it as a right and demand it in terras which plainly intimate 
that a refusal to give it to them will be a betrayal of public interests 
and in the nature of a robbery. Xo difference? of opinion are toler- 
ated. It is not even admitted that there are two sides to the ques- 
tion. 


Yet Lake Eleanor and Hetch-Hetchy valley are the property 


of the whole people of the LTnited States. They belong to the people 
of Boston, Xew York, Chicago, Philadelphia and St. Louis as much 
as they belong to the people of San Francisco. 
Los Angeles, Oak- 


land and Fresno have an equal claim with San Francisco. The lake 
and the valley are conspicuous beauty spots in a national park set 
aside from the public domain as a pleasure resort for future gener- 
ations. Moreover, they are properties of enormous value from the 
commercial standpoint. 
San Francisco desires to utilize them for 


commercial purposes. 


We trust the government will give Hetch-Hetchy along with 


Lake Eleanor to San Francisco, but if the President and his advis- 
ers deem it unwise or inexpedient to do so no injustice will be 
inflicted on San Francisco, no right infringed, no public interest 
sacrificed. Indeed, to give the valley to San Francisco is to sacrifice 
the rights of the many for the benefit of the few; and it is doubtful 
if the officials of the Federal government are morally justified in 
making a present of so much valuable public property to a single 
community. That is the view taken by such able and influential 
journals as the Springfield Republican, the Boston Transcript, the 
Philadelphia Ledger, New York Times and Baltimore Sun, none of 
which can be suspected of a desire to serve the Spring Valley 
Water Company at the expense of the San Francisco public. 


"Why should the government furnish San Francisco with reser- 


voir sites and water rights any more than furnish water rights and 
reservoir sites to Boston, Chicago, Xew York or any other city?" 
asks the Springfield Republican. "Why should the whole nation be 
asked to contribute to the cost of supplying San Francisco with 
water?" asks the Philadelphia Ledger. "Is not San Francisco play- 
ing the part of a sturdy, insolent beggar in demanding two of the 
chief gems in the Yosemite Xational Park for reservoir sites?" asks 
the Boston Transcript. ''Xo other city has gone to the government 
with a request of this character or one so impudently and audacious- 
ly asserted. Objection is met with abuse that is almost ruffianly; 
men of the highest character and purest motives are denounced as 
if they were malefactors for protesting against desecrating a park 
set apart and dedicated to public use as a beauty spot." 


Comment on these and similar expressions is unnecessary. They 


tpeak for themselves, and they not only indicate a point of view but 
a conception of public right that commands attention and respect. 
It is easier to indulge in vituperation and denunciation than it is to 
answer the objections raised, but we doubt if vehement diatribes 
will serve the purpose of San Francisco better than moderate lan- 
guage and courteous arguments. The attempt to bully the thing 
through is likely to fail. 


Merchant Ships vs. Warships. 


Willy wouldn't it be better for the government to spend less 


building warships and devote part of the money included in the 
naval estimates to aiding—subsidizing, if you please—American 
merchant ships to compete for the trade of the sea? It is proposed 
to build two Dreadnaughts at a cost of $11.000,000 each. We can- 
not help thinking that the country would benefit vastly more by 
spending half this money, or a portion at least, cm our merchant 
marine. Building a mighty fleet imposes heavy tax burdens on the 
people and does not contribute a particle to the restoration of our 
trade on the ocean. As our fighting armada increases our merchant 
marine dwindles. Yet merchant ships contribute to national pros- 
perity in many ways; they build up domestic industries and carry 
American trade to distant lands. If such large sums are to be spent 
on naval equipment let a portion of it be devoted to reviving our 
merchant marine and regaining American commercial prestige on 
the sea.

CREW MAY HAVE GONE 


DOWN IN THE DEEP 


Other Vessels Lost in Storm 


That Raged in the 


Straits. 


SEATTLE, Wash.. March 1.—Shipping 


men believe that the threa steel masts 
sticking out of the sea north of Quillayute 
river, south of Cape Flattery, sighted last 
Christmas day, are those of the German 
ship Parnassos, a steel vessel of 1S50 
tons, which sailed from Portland, Ore.. 
December 5 with a cargo of wheat for 
Queenstown. 


The Parnassos was sighted December 


16 
off the "Washington 
coast by 
the 


schooner Polaris, which arrived yesterday 
at Port Piris, Australia. 
The ship was 


drifting on her beam ends and her life- 
boats were missing. Owing to the stormy 
weather the Polaris could not approach 
the wreck. 


It is not thought possible that the 


crew of the Parnassos were rescued. The 
weather was 
BO heavy during December 


that the thirteen members of the creft 
of the schooner Susie M. Plummer, which 
took to thp boats, have never been heard 
from and are thov.scht to have perished 
Several

through the Straits of Fuca In December 
have not been reported since.
